Alarms save m 


sons from house 


A FAMILY had a lucky escape from 
a fierce fire which swept through 
their period country home. 

The sound of smoke alarms alerted them 
to the blaze at their Church Lane home in 
Castle Camps late on Wednesday night. 

The fire destroyed a central section of the 
three-storey home from the ground floor to 
the roof, but firemen from three counties 
managed to stop it spreading to the rest of 
the property. 

Sharon Parsonson and her sons 
Alexander, 10, and Angus, eight, were asleep 
in bed when they were woken by the smoke 
alarms. 

Mrs Parsonson said: “I just heard the 
smoke alarm going off. I came down and 
saw there was a fire in the utility room. 

“I got the boys out and dialled 999, then 
we just sat outside and watched. I never 
thought that it would spread so quickly. The 
firemen did a really good job so we did not 
lose too much.” 

Her financier husband, Richard was away 
on a business trip until late last night and 
returned home to find the house in flames. 

The couple bought the house, parts of 
which date back to 1735, in 2001 and 
renovated it. 
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Mr Parsonson said: “By the time I got 


home it was well alight, it is an old house 
and full of timbers. 


“We are extremely grateful to the fire 
service, they did a brilliant job. The 
important thing is that nobody was hurt 
and we cannot stress enough the 
importance of having smoke alarms in 
your home.” 


He added: “We moved here in 2001 and 
renovated the house, now we have to start 
again. We cannot live in it at the moment 
and it will probably take at least two months 
to get the work done.” 


Five fire engines from Suffolk, Cam- 


bridgeshire and Essex were needed to bring | 


the fire under control, and firefighters were 
able to rescue the family’s Labrador dog, 
which was upstairs when the fire broke out 
and would not come down when called. 


The fire is believed to have been caused 
by an electrical fault, possibly in a washing 
machine. The fire service was called at 
10.87am and it took more than three hours 
to get the blaze under control.

LONG-AWAITED work on 
a multi-million pound 
improvement plan for 
Haverhill Leisure Centre 
looks set to start next 
spring. 

But it will be closed for up to a 
year while the work takes place. 

The centre is due to have new 
seating built for spectators in the 
swimming pool area, a new 
fitness room and better changing 
rooms. Work will start next year 
if approval for the £5.72 million 
plan is given by members of St 
Edmundsbury Borough Coun- 
cil’s sports development panel, 
which was due to meet last night. 

Alison Bowyer, chief executive 
of Abbeycroft Leisure, which 
runs the centre, said plans were 
under way to find as many 
alternative venues as possible to 
run classes. 


She said: “We have been work- 
ing with the council to develop 
the centre into a first-class 
modern facility, which is very 
much needed and desired by the 
local community it serves. 

“We are excited by the signifi- 
cant investment the council is 
proposing to make, in what will 
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become a leisure centre that the 
town can be proud of. 


“Once the full impact is 
known, Abbeycroft Leisure will 
be identifying the implications 
this has for our customers and 
staff. We will endeavour to 
continue with as many of our 
services as possible during the 
proposed closure period.” 


The plan will be the first major 
overhaul of the centre since it 
was built in 1963. There have 
been numerous complaints in 
recent years over levels of clean- 
liness in the changing rooms, 
and swimming pool. 

A statement from the borough 
council said: “We need to take 
time to ensure the end result is 
as good as possible. Bury St 
Edmunds Leisure Centre went 
through a similar process, 
during which time an outreach 
programme was put in place to 
take leisure and fitness classes 
and activities out into the 
community. 

“Abbeycroft is working on a 
similar programme for this 
planned closure.”

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Thousands back bid 


to beat surgery cuts 


REPRESENTATIVES of 
Suffolk Primary Care 
Trust (PCT) will face a 
grilling at a public 
meeting called by Hav- 
erhill Town Council to 
discuss GP surgery cuts 
in the town. 

Carol Taylor-Brown, chief 
executive of the PCT, and 
trust members Melanie Craig 
and Julian Herbert are due to 
attend the public meeting at 
7.30pm in Haverhill Arts 
Centre on Tuesday, Septem- 
ber 25. 

Last weekend, shoppers 
were urged to sign up toa 
petition against the budget 
cuts, which could take as 
much as £400,000 from pract- 
ices across the town. 

On Saturday morning 
campaigners set up a stall on 
the market square to try and 
boost the number of signat- 
ures on the petition before it 
is handed over to Ms Taylor- 
Brown. 

Ann Sisson, practice man- 
ager at Christmas Maltings 
surgery, said more than 6,000 
signatures had now been coll- 
ected and more were expected 
to follow. 

She said: “We had a very 
good day on Saturday. We 
collected more than 2,000 
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signatures and a lot of people 
took sheets to local factories 
and shops. 

“People are really up in 
arms about this and we got 
very good support for the 
petition.” 


MP Richard Spring, who 


went along to support the 
protest, said: “For most peop- 
le, their first point of contact 
with the NHS in Suffolk is 
through their local GP. 

“In Haverhill this is very 
much the case. The dedicated 
and caring surgery staff and 
doctors see thousands of 
patients every year and do 
their very best to help them. 

He added: “That is why I 
was so shocked and disap- 
pointed when I first learned 
that GP surgeries in Haver- 
hill faced cuts of nearly 
£400,000 in their funding from 
Suffolk PCT. 

“T have visited the surgery 
on various occasions since 
the announcement to learn 
what effect this will have on 
them. They face cutting the 
number of appointments 
they can offer as well as 
sacking staff and doctors to 
make the necessary savings. 
This will have a terrible effect 
on my constituents.”

Town already 
has a bypass 


Sir, So, high priority is to be given for a new 
bypass (Relief road ‘must be given high 
priority’ - Weekly News, September 6). This 
seems to be because of the congestion in 
the town centre. 

With anything up to 750 new settlements 
springing up around Haverhill this could 
mean as many as 1,000 more cars in and 
out of the town. We already have a bypass, 
and if you see a dozen cars or lorries on it 
at the same time that is around the busiest 
it gets. 

This so-called high priority bypass seems to 
accommodate Tesco’s move to Haverhill. 
But the old flour mill is a lovely building, if 
not listed it should be. Failing that it should 
be turned into flats for the people of 
Haverhill leaving the exterior as it is. 

Tesco could be built on the outskirts of 
town which, if you did a survey, is what 
people in Haverhill want, and most would 
agree that such a location is much more 
practical. 

Before arguments start let the public have 
an estimate of the scheme’s cost, and 
exactly how much would fall on the 
taxpayer. At the same time an estimate 
could be given regarding the cost of a rail 
link between Cambridge and Haverhill, and 
Haverhill and Bury St Edmunds. 

The amount of traffic this would take off the 
roads each day would be worth every 
penny. Also if councils got involved with the 
rail link some of the profit could be used by 
councils to benefit the towns. Who knows, 
maybe some of the people might want to 
buy a £5 share in the rail link.

Prison board 
help appeal 


EXTRA volunteers are needed to sit on 
the panel which monitors the welfare 
of more than 800 prisoners at 
Highpoint Prison, Stradishall. 

The Independent Monitoring Board 
(IMB) is appealing for volunteers. 

Members of the board have unrest- 
ricted access to the prison at all times 
and are available to listen to prison- 
ers’ requests and complaints, as well 
as monitoring the range and adequacy 
of resettlement programmes provided. 

Ken Ellis, chairman of the IMB, 
said: “The IMB continually challenges 
any aspect of prison life that it finds to 
be unsatisfactory and, if necessary, is 
able to take concerns to the minister. 
The role of the individual IMB 
member is demanding and chall- 
enging but can also be rewarding. 

“Recently the Highpoint IMB’s 
annual report to the minister, critical 
of the shortage of resources allocated 
to the prison service, was highlighted 
by local television, radio and press. 

“Committed members are urgently 
required to keep up this essential 
work and to maintain pressure aimed 
at reducing the level of re-offending 
among released prisoners.”

CAMBRIDGESHIRE MPs 
have reacted with horror to 
plans to build thousands 
more homes in the county, 
warning they would be 
“madness” without major 
local investment. 


David Howarth, Andrew Lan- 
sley, Jim Paice, Malcolm Moss and 
Shailesh Vara were reacting to an 
independent study on the impact 
of economic growth across the 
region. The findings warn that 
more than 100,000 extra homes 
could be needed across the East of 
England by 2021 — on top of the 
508,000 already planned. 


The East of England Develop- 
ment Agency (EEDA) is asking 
people for views on its regional 
economic strategy which sets out 
plans to meet challenges such as 
climate change up to 2031. But 
among the scenarios is a predict- 
ion that 613,000 homes could be 
needed by 2021 — considerably 
more than the 478,000 advocated by 
the East of England Regional 
Assembly (EERA) and above the 
Government target of 508,000. 


Cambridgeshire is already exp- 
ected to accommodate more than 
50,000 properties, including the 
new town of Northstowe and 
10,000 homes at Cambridge East. 
EERA is concerned about adding 
another 105,000 without infra- 
structure. 

Cambridgeshire South East MP 
Jim Paice said: “This would be 
madness without major invest- 
ment in infrastructure — roads, 
rail, buses, schools and hospitals.

I’m not convinced the extra homes 
are needed.” 

Cambridgeshire South MP Mr 
Lansley said: “I would oppose any 
such proposals. The fact is you 
cannot have thousands more 
homes near Cambridge without 
ruining the quality of life here. 
Many homes would not be for 
people living and working in and 
around Cambridgeshire but for 
commuters to London. They sho- 
uld build more homes on brown- 
field sites in the Lea Valley in the 
East of the Capital. Not everyone 
can live where they want.” 

Cambridge City MP David 
Howarth said: “Both EERA and 
EEDA are right in emphasising 
that vital infrastructure must be 
put in place before new houses are 
built and this infrastructure must 
include major improvements to 
public transport.” 

Cambridgeshire North-East MP 
Malcolm Moss said: “I think there 
is no doubt new homes are needed 
and there is space, for instance in 
the Fens. But it would be unsust- 
ainable to build this number of 
houses without massive infra- 
structure improvements — new 
dual carriageway roads, better 
public transport, especially rail, 
and improved health care and 
schools. That must go ahead other- 
wise you are building houses for 
people to spend hours in cars 
going to and from work.” 

Cambridgeshire North-West MP 
Shailesh Vara said: “You can’t 
build more houses in the county

before making major improve- 
ments to the local infrastructure 
and public services.” 

Sir David Trippier, chairman of 
Cambridgeshire Horizons, which 
is overseeing the delivery of 47,500 
homes across the county, said he 
does not believe more homes are 
needed and that most people living 
in the region would agree. 

He said: “As far as I’m concerned 
in the Cambridge sub-region the 
number of homes now planned is 
sufficient for the growth in popul- 
ation which is predicted. The vast 
number of people who live in the 
sub-region would say enough is 
enough.” 

Coun Derrick Ashley, EERA’s 
regional planning panel chairman, 
said: “The Assembly’s draft East of 
England Plan already contains 
ambitious targets for new jobs and 
housing which we believe are the 
maximum that can be delivered 
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‘Madness’ of 100,000 more homes 


given the region’s lack of trans- 
port and other supporting infra- 
structure, and the need to safe- 
guard the region’s environment 
and quality of life. We will closely 
examine EEDA’s draft economic 
strategy and scenarios for growth 
before making a formal response.” 

The Government has announced 
EERA is to be wound up by 2010 
and will be replaced by the 
development agency. 

As well as predicting housing 
demand, modelling for the draft 
report forecasts job growth of 50 
per cent in East Cambridgeshire 
by 2031. South Cambridgeshire 
will see a 30.5 per cent increase 
and Cambridge 19 per cent. Rapid 
population growth is expected. 

Jamie Merrick, head of strategy 
at EEDA, said EERA’s involvement 
was welcomed. 

He added: “We share EERA’s 
concerns that economic growth

should be sustainable and major 
issues, such as transport congest- 
ion, infrastructure bottlenecks 
and housing demand, are planned 
and managed carefully. 


“This requires EEDA, EERA 
and all other major regional and 
local bodies to explore and test 
different growth scenarios. This is 
why the draft regional economic 
strategy includes independent 
research on possible future 
housing demand. EEDA is not 
calling for a major expansion in 
housing numbers. We have sought 
to throw light on the very real 
pressures on infrastructure, land- 
use, housing and public services 
that result from increasing 
growth.” 

The draft regional economic 
strategy can be found at 
www.eeda.org.uk/resreview and 
public consultation runs until 
November 26.

MOZART’S opera Cosi Fan 
Tutte will ring out from an 
intimate college setting in 
Cambridge this month.

CONFUSION | surrounding 
alternative fuels and related 
technologies is making new 
car buyers to miss a trick.

WHEN it comes to the 
unveiling of futuristic 
concept cars, 
Citroen’s motor show 
track record is hard to 


beat. 

And the firm has just 
taken off the wraps off yet 
another crowd-stunner at 
the Frankfurt, Germany, 
Motor Show. 

The C-Cactus — named 
after the desert plant 
because it is so low on 
consumption - is the 
French firm’s imaginative 
and ingenious eco-friendly 
concept that has a lot more 
going for it than just 
dramatic design. 

The diesel-electric 
concept’s claimed overall 
97.4mpg - a staggering 
figure — is at the core of this 
bold and ultra eco-friendly 
family-sized machine, 
combining a 70bhp diesel 
unit with a 30bhp electric 
motor. Top speed has been 
capped at 93mph to further 
frugality, and CO2 
emissions are a maximum 
78g/km, although it can off 
course, run in zero 
emissions mode. 

The shape is more than 
just an eye-catcher, too. A 
new approach to overall 
styling has helped keep 
projected production costs 
down so that, should it 
make it onto the streets in 
the near future, the C- 
Cactus could be sold for a 
similar cost as a 
conventional car — hybrids 
are currently far more 
expensive than 
conventional counterparts. 

Citroen’s engineers have 
achieved this by 
streamlining the number of 
parts required, 
incorporated several 
functions into a single part, 
and removed features that 
are non-essential to the 
running of the car or to the 
comfort and safety of the 
occupants. 

The cabin consists of just 
over 200 parts, only around 
half that of a similarly- 
sized conventional car — for 
example, the normal 


dashboard and bonnet have 
been dispensed with. It also 
uses a significant number 
of recycled, or recyclable, 
materials. 

The C-Cactus door panels 
are made of just two parts, 


compared to 12 in a 
standard motor, and 
loudspeakers, gearbox 


controls, and a navigation 
system is grouped on the 
central driving console, 
with the ignition key also 
doubling as an MP3 player. 

Front seats are just two 
pieces each, too - a 
moulded foam cushion, and 
the frame it sits on. 

Big 21-inch wheels do 
more than simply add to 
the contemporary look of 
the car, they are large- 
diameter and have low- 
profile tyres help to cut 
ground friction area and 
boost fuel efficiency. 

Despite slashing the 
number of parts needed to 
make this concept, Citroen 
has added satnav, an 
onboard computer, and 
produced quality audio 
capability from just two 
loudspeakers. 

Overall dimensions of 
the C-Cactus put it at 4.2 
metres long and 1.8 metres 
wide — that puts it in Ford 
Focus territory — and it 
comes with a sizeable boot, 
the floor of which can slide 
forward to reveal a sub- 
level to help it cope with 
bulkier objects. 

The C-Cactus proves once 
again, though, that Citroen 
can add its own quirky 
offering to the mainstream 
market, something it has 
been doing since the 1930s, 
when the 2CV_ first 
appeared as a concept. 

Hailed as one of the 
world’s best car designs, the 
2CV was due to appear at 
the 1939 Paris Motor Show — 
but shelved until 1948 due 
to the War - and Citroen 
has been wowing the 
motoring faithful ever 
since with a series of 
unique concepts, many, like 
the 1950s DS and 1980s CX 
ranges, becoming design 
icons.

FORGET the Mercedes C63 
AMG, forget that M5 thing, 
because the new hyper-estate 
on the block is coming, writes 
Alex Goy. The Audi RS6 is set 
to beat off all comers, no 
matter how many cc’s they 


boast. 

Powered by a 5.2-litre twin turbo V10 
(‘borrowed’ from the Lamborghini 
Gallardo) its set to be a seriously rapid 
piece of kit. 

About two months ago the RS6’s 
chassis number was leaked and some 
bright soul worked out that the car 
was set to have a world stopping 
570bhp. But they were wrong, because 
soon afterwards an Audi insider 
revealed that it would have something 
closer to 610bhp. 

As far as design goes, it’s fairly 
placid and could (to the untrained eye) 
pass as something a lot less volatile. 
However, take a closer look at those 
boxy wheel arches — which hark back 
to the days of the original Audi 
Quattro. The arches, its slightly more 
aggressive body kit and the ‘RS’ 
badges are the only hints you get that 
it’s an RS6. Those and the noise it 
makes as it blitzes you at the lights, 
that is. 

At first there will only be an estate, 
but a saloon variant is slated for the 
middle of next year. 

So far there are no official details on 
price, but it has been suggested that 
it'll set you back £65,000-£75,000. 

Now, what’s the German for: “Eat 
my fumes, M5”?
